Exeellency: 


I have the honor to refer to the General Agreement for Technical 
Cooperation signed on behalf of the Government of the United States of 
America and the Government of Saudi Arabia at Jidda on January 17, 1951, 
and to the request of the Government of Saudi Arabia that the two Govern~ 
ments initiate a cooperative project in the field of finance, which 


project will be governed by the terms and conditions of the said General 
Agreement, 


The Government of the United States of America is agreeable to the 
initiation of such a project and, accordingly, plans to select and assign 
to Saudi Arabia five technicians; a financial expert to act as head of the 
mission, one senior budget expert, one junior accounting officer, one 
senior customs administrator, and one junior tariff expert, as vell as an 
American secretary for the mission, The technicians will render advisory 
services to the Government of Saudi Arabia, The Government of the United 
States of America will pay the salary and allowances of these six person- 
nel as well as the cost of their travel and transportation of their 
personal effects to Saudi Arabia and return in accordance with the laws 
and regulations of the United States. 


It is understood that the selection of the technicians will be sub- 
ject to the approval of the Government of Saudi Arabia. It is further 
understood that the Government of Saudi Arabia, at its expense, will make 
available to the personnel suitable housing accommodations and furniture, 
office space and equipment, stenographic, secretarial and translation 
services, and will provide transportation within Saudi Arabia, and will 
detail from time to time such persons from appropriate Saudi Arabian 
Government offices or professional groups as may be required, 


This arrangement will be effective for a period of three years from 
the date of this exchange of notes, unless either Government desires its 
earlier termination which may be effected by thirty days' written notice. 
It is also understood that it is subject to the availability of United 
States appropriations for this purpose. 


Upon receipt of a note from Your Excellency indicating that the fore- 
going arrangements are acceptable to the Government of Saudi Arabia, the 
Government of the United States of America will take such further steps as 
may be necessary for assignment of the aforesaid personnel,

the laws and regulations of tho United States. 


The selection of the technicians will be subject to the approval of 
the Government of Saudi Arabia which will make available to those personnel 
housing accommodations and furniture, offices and equipment, and necessary 
secretaries as well as transportation within Saudi Arabia, and will assign 
from time to time appropriate Saudi Arabian persons whom thoy may need for 
mutual understanding as may be requested. 


This agreement will be effective for a period of three years from the 
date of this exchange of notes unless either Government desires its carlior 
termination, which may be effocted by thirty days' written notice. This 
period is subject to the availability of the United States appropriations 
for this purpose, 


According to the foregoing, I have the honor to inform Your Excellenc)
